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Thieu victorious 
in landslide votes

President Thieu, with 
momentum gained from his 
victory in a mock election at 
Sacramento State College 
Friday, coasted into re-election 
in Sunday’s South Vietnamese 
Presidential election with a near 
unanimous 95% of the vote 


i hieu’s re-election was 


highlighted by the fact that he 
was the sole candidate listed on 
the ballot in both elections. 
However, furthering the 
democratic principle of choice, 
Thieu’s name appeared on each 
ballot seven times in the straw 
vote at Sacramento State. This 
was the “Thieu-party system” 








according to election “officials”. 

An atmosphere of carnival 
pervaded the preview election 
that was sponsored by members 
of Veterans for Peace, Student 
Mobilization Committee and 
other peace activists. Like a 
sideshow barker one pollster 
touted passersby to vote in an 
election that was “ten years in 
the making and cost a million 
lives”. A trash can served as a 
svmbolic ballot box. 


Reaching the masses 

The election occurred during 
the noon hour swarm into the 
cafeteria. The polls had been 
placed in front of the cafeteria 
to reach the masses, an 
ingredient necessary to any 
democratic election. Ballots 
were hustled like handbills. 

Voter’s expressions changed 
from bewilderment to laughter 
as they realized they were only 
being given Thieu choices on the 
ballot. It is common strategy 
that “If you can make people 


laugh they'll begin to think,” 
one of the election coordinators 
asserted. 

The turnout was termed 


“heavy” in the test election with 
a total of 314 ballots cast. In 
true South Vietnamese 
democratic irony, Thieu received 
388 votes 


**Blank’’ ballots 


Although Thieu was the only 
candidate on the ballot, other 
means were implemented to 
express voter preference. A total 
of 10% of the ballots were left 
blank. Other voters used more 
graphic means to express their 
opinions of the election. A 
“Fuck Thieu, Ho Lives!” and 


seven “‘no confidence” ballots 
were cast 
President Nixon led a large 


field of write-in favorites with 
nine votes. Governor Reagan 
followed with five votes. Close 
behind the Governor were 
Ellsworth Bunker and Big Minh, 
each with four votes. Darkhorse 
Quan Doc Fuck received two 
write-ins. Additional two 
write-in recipients were: Tricia

Of this sum, $297,000 c« 
from the student activity fee required of all students, while 
remaining $132,690 is comprised of commencement fees, conces

Decisions on how this money is to be spent are made primarily b 
Student Senate, but must also meet the approval of such administré 
officials as the president and board of trustees. 
specifically, any group seeking approval for use of student ac 


college 


funds must 

1) Meet with the student senator representing the parti 
department through which the money will be used, and ge 
approval, 


2) Obtain the approval! from faculty members of the same depart 
if the activity involves an academic program, 

3) Submit the request to the Board of Fiscal Matters for approval 

4) Gain the approval of the Student Senate and finally; 

5) Have the college president “review’’ the request to ascertain t 
is within the policy of the Board of Trustee, who adopt their p 
according to the laws passed by the state legislature 


The State Board of Trustees may also review the request, but 
refuse it only on the grounds that it is outside the legal limits of a 
law. If a request is refused, an appeal can be made to a state legislat 
pass or modifya law that gives the request a sound legal! footing 
thus necessitates trustee approval. 

This system of approvals and legal limitations protects any abu 
authority and maximizes student freedom in decision-making 

Another attempt to protect student rights is the use of a lob§ 
representing the interests of all state college students. For exa 
work has been done in the capitol to promote the passage of a bil 
would prohibit theabolitionof student activity fees, which 
abolish all student activities, as did Sonoma State College last year. 

lronically, students have the choice of keeping or repealing st 
activity fees, they are unable to vote directly on specific budget m 
as to how the money is to be spent. The reason for such a ruling 
idea that student senators who decide such matters are the el 
representatives of the student body and thus have the authority q 
as they see fit. Also, they are viewed as being more knowledg! 
about particualar issues than is the gener] student body 

A postive aspect of the activity fee is that unlike tuition, it is li 
by a legal stipulation to no more than $20 a semester

But Mike Burton, who had 
begun swimming at Fi Camino 
High School, had no deficiency 
when it came to getting across 
the pool--in 1966 he won the 
national championship in_ the 
1750 yard freestyle at the AAU 
Indoor Nationak Championships, 
and that was just the beginning 

That summer at the Outdoor 
Nationals, Burton flashed to a 
world record of 16:40 in the 
1500 meter freestyle. He set 
succeeding world marks in that 
event every year until 1970, 
when Joe Kinsella nosed him out 
by two-tenths of a second, 
winning in a record 15:57.2 

Burton collected two firsts 
and a third at the 1967 Pan 
American Games in Winnipeg, 
won two Gold Medals at the 
1968 Olympics in Mexico City, 
and in August of this year again 
captured the AAU outdoor 1500 
meter event, in a non-record 
16:04 

The young volunteer coach is 
optimistic about his 14-man 
water polo squad. He said several 
swimmers have championship 
potential, but he wouldn’t single 
any out 


players from that 


“We've got a lot of swimming 
talent, and | think we can have 
four swimmers score in the AAU 
Nationals in March,” Burton 
remarked 

On water polo: “If you play it 
right, it’s a very strenuoussport, 
and we're trying to play it right, 


so we have to condition. We're 
doing a lot of swimming.” 
Workouts average out to 
about 2,000 yards a day. In 
addition to his volunteer 
coaching chores, Mike Burton 
instructs classes in the 
techniques of teaching 
swimming and aquatics 
conditioning, and is_ taking 
classes toward his master’s
